Parochial School Aid: What Will Happen? 

For the first time in recent History, there iff substantial 
discussion about the possibility of stnte hid to private, 
schools. In his message to the legislature. Governor Ogilvle 
suggested that $32 million be earmarked for this purpose. 

What are the prospects? What are the constitutional 
■ problems? Why are we discussing such plans? 

.We are discussing the plans because* private schools in 
the state arc running into financial trouble. There are 
520.000' students in private, (mostly church-related) . grade 
schools and high schools in Illinois.' ' , . 

'■■' .Keeping the private- systems alive. Is a financial savings 
to the stale. It also hns'tho healthy rispncVof providing a • 
means of. comparisibn. in some .communities, the private 
schools are obviously superior to the public schools; this 
stimulates the public schools t6 try harder. 

There nre-baslcally two proposals for help: First, a flat 
• scholarship grant to all parents of parochial school students. 
Talk varies as to the extent of that grant but 11 is generally 
conceived at around $50 per pupil. ,. . ' • 

The second proposal is for aid In specific areas; trans- 
portation, non-religious textbooks, and things of thnt sort. 

-Both proposals have raised questions, about constitu- 
tionality. 

The federal constitution does not appear to be a -barrier. 
There is no "wall of separation between church and state" 
which, many people talk about. We as a nation did try a 
successful experiment. of not having an established, tax- 
supported church. It has worked well for both church and 
state. 

But there are no absolute barriers. When the ^ local 
Methodist church starts on fire, no one says "Separation of 
church and state! We can't call out the fire department."-

Food Stamps 
Benefit 
183,000 Here 

. More than 183,000 persons in 
all Illinois counties received food 
assistance through the U. S, De- 
partment of Agriculture's Food 
Stamp Program during March, 
according to Dennis M, Doyle, 
Midwest district director of Con- 
sumer Food Programs, . ■ . 

The total included 105,530 on 
public aid and- 18,003 other low- 
income persons . Joining the pro- 
gram during the month were 
Boone, Carroll, DcKalb, DuPagc, 
Henderson, Henry, Jo Daviess, 
Kendall. Lake, Lee,. McHenry, 
Ogle, Rock Island, Stephenson, 
Warren, "Whiteside, Winnebago 
and Woodford counties. This was 
the first month'" in which all 102 
Illinois counties participated. 

During March Illinois partici- 
pants received about $3.7 million 
worth of food coupons of which 
over $1.2 million were, bonus cou- 
pon's. This 'is a-bo'nus average of 
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$6,68 pcr.person. ; ' , 

In 511 Midwest projects, around 
801,000 persons were jn the pro- 
gram during March. Total value 
of coupon was over $15.3 million 
of which 33 per cent was in bonus, 
coupons. The district bonus av- 
erage was $6.42 per person. 

By. -participating in-the Food 
Stamp Program, low-income fam- 
ilies .can buy more food by ex- 
changing the amount of money 
they normally spend on food for
